1 . KANO BPAO BROWN HAS BEEN TOLD BY BRITISH COUNCIL COLLEAGUE 
THAT THERE LIKELY BE DEMONSTRATION AGAINST COUNCIL AND USIS 
TODAY. BRITISH DHC IN KADUNA HAS HEARD SIMILAR RUMOR FROM 
DIFFERENT SOURCE (BRITISH) IN KANO. PO DISCUSSED SITUATION 
WITH BROWN IN FEBRUARY 20 EVENING TELECON. BROWN KEEPING 
LIBRARY CLOSED. PO ADVISED HIM CALL EARLY FEBRUARY 21 ON 
HIGHEST LEVEL POLICE ATTAINABLE TO ASCERTAIN WHAT POLICE KNEW 
OF RUMORS AND REQUEST PROTECTION AS APPROPRIATE. BROWN 
INDICATED HE WOULD DO SO. 

2. BRITISH DHC RECEIVED TELEPHONE REPORT FROM EX-COLONIAL 
SERVICE COLLEAGUE WHO NOW EMPLOYED BY SOKOTO STATE GOVERNMENT 
TO EFFECT THAT ANTI-BRITISH FEELING IN SOKOTO VERY HIGH. 

ACCORDING TO DHC, SOURCE IS NOT ONE WHO FLAPS EASILY. 

3. WE HAVE HEARD NOTHING ABOUT POSSIBLE DEMONSTRATIONS 
AGAINST CONSULATE IN COMING DAYS. FOR OBVIOUS REASONS, 

BRITISH HERE LESS SANGUINE. 
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
